(e)  Hospitals:  Public  and  Voluntary. — The 
Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  Surbiton 
Borough  has  been  enlarged  and  selected  cases  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  admitted.  Such 
cases  will  be  those  who  cannot  be  properly  nursed 
in  their  homes  either  because  the  case  is  so  severe 
or  because  there  is  not  sufficient  accommodation. 

Public  Mortuary. — There  is  now  one  central 
mortuary  for  the  whole  district  situate  behind  the 
houses  in  Brooklands  Road,  Thames  Ditton.

SURREY  HEALTH  CAMPAIGN. 


'This  was  the  first  attemi)t  at  holding  such  a 
Campaign  and  cannot  be  descril:)ed  as  having  been 
a success. 

The  scheme  included  four  days — the  first  two 
being  held  in  Esher  and  Molesey  during  the  last  two 
months  of  the  year. 

The  day  began  with  a cinema  show  for  children 
of  educational  films  at  the  Embassy  Cinema  in 
Esher.  In  all  four  such  shows  have  been  given. 
Films  were  shown  on  subjects  such  as  physical 
exercises,  various  team  games,  the  dangers  of  dirt 
and  the  advantages  of  good  food. 

In  the  afternoon  a meeting  was  held  and  mothers 
were  invited  to  attend.  The  first  was  in  Claygate, 
when  a film  on  a health  subject  was  shown  and_a 
cookery  demonstration  given. 

There  was  an  attendance  of  8. 

An  evening  meeting  in  Esher  was  attended  by 
about  15  persons  and  an  address  was  given. 

The  second  Flealth  Day  began  with  a cinema 
show  in  the  Embassy  Cinema  in  Esher  for  children. 
The  afternoon  meeting,  which  had  been  arranged 
on  similar  lines  to  the  previous  one,  was  only 
attended  by  one  mother  and  therefore  could  not  be 
carried  out.  It  was  a miserable  day,  cold  and 
foggy,  but  none  the  less  it  was  very  disappointing. 

This  was  certainly  not  due  to  any  lack  of  pub- 
licity as  it  had  been  well  advertised. 

The  evening  meeting  on  the  same  day  was 
attended  by  only  10  persons  but  they,  certainly,  took 
an  interest  in  the  address  which  was  on  the  subject 
of  foods  and  various  values  of  food  and  vitamins. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  H ater. — The  chief  sui)plics  of  water  are 
unchanged. 

2.  Rivers  and  Si  reams. — It  has  not  been  necess- 
ary to  take  any  action  to  check  point  ion  of  rivers 
and  streams. 

In  view  of  the  outbreak  o!  enteric  fever  in  an- 
other area  in  Surrey  four  samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  the  two  piped  supplies  and  analysed  and 
bacteriologically  examined  and  all  proved  to  be 
good  and  wholesome  and  free  from  any  germ  of 
disease. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sciveragc. — At  the  Ksher 
and  Molesey  outfall  works  it  has  l)een  necessary 
to  increase  the  filtration  plant.  Similar  work  is 
being  carried  out  now.  At  the  Cobham  works  a sat- 
isfactory effluent  is  being  maintained  but  it  will  be 
necessary  shortly  to  give  consideration  to  a scheme 
for  adding  to  the  tanks  and  filtration  plant. 

A scheme  estimated  to  cost  £45,000  is  now  before 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  will  provide  sewers  for 
a large  area  of  the  undrained  ])ortions  of  Cobham 
and  Oxshott.  These  sewers  will  drain  areas  which 
are  being  developed  and  on  which  large  houses  are 
being  built. 

In  Kong  Ditton  a large  area  of  land  has  been 
sold  recently  for  building  ])uri)oses  and  tenders  are 
now  being  invited  for  the  laying  of  an  outfall 
sewer  along  the  Kingston  By-Pass  to  deal  with  the 
drainage  of  this  area. 

A large  number  of  roads  are  being  laid  out  in  the 
Thames  Ditton  and  Cobham  Districts  and  main 
sewers  are  being  laid  in  each  case  and  connected  to 
the  sewers  in  the  public  highways. 
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3.  (i)  Closet  Accomuwdation. — There  are  no 

chang'es. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. — There  are  no  changes  to 
report  so  far  as  the  collection  of  house  refuse  is 
concerned. 

The  Council  has  bought  a motor  machine  for 
emptying  gullies  which  is  also  available  for  empty- 
ing cesspools  and  this  machine  is  proving  of  great 
use. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — The 
report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  apj)ended 
to  this  report  and  gives  a full  list  of  inspections  and 
the  tabular  statement  required  under  Article  27 
(18)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1935,  is 
included  therein. 

(iv)  Shops. — No  formal  action  has  been  necess- 
ary under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Details 
of  inspection  and  the  result  of  informal  notices  are 
given  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  has  been 
necessary. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — The  Council 
has  no  Swimming  Baths  in  the  area — the  Black 
Pond  in  Esher  is  used  for  bathing — this  is  a pond 
on  Esher  Common  which  is  emptied  and  cleaned 
out  periodically.  There  arc  also  private  bathing 
pools  and  one  which  is  open  to  the  public.  The 
water  in  this  pool  is  i)urified  on  the  “ ozone  ” 
principle  and  electrically  treated  (no  chlorine  used), 
and  has  been  found  to  be  clean  and  wliolesom.e  on 
analysis.

The  methods  employed  for  ensuriip^'  that  the 
belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before 
removal  to  Council  Houses.  No  action  has  been 
necessary. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  done  by  the 
Council’s  own  staff. 

No  measures  except  supervision  and  advico  have 
been  found  necessary.  A Housing  ^Manager  has 
been  appointed  and  his  supervision  and  advice  has 
been  found  of  great  assistance. 

4.  Schools. — The  sanitary  camdition  and  water 
supply  are  satisfactory  in  every  case. 

The  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  schools  is 
dealt  with  by  the  iachool  [Medical  Officer  of  the 
County  Council.  In  the  case  of  private  schools  the 
managers  have  invariably  followed  any  advice 
given  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases  occuring 
among  the  children.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  ilff/I’.— Thirty-nine  samples  of  milk  have 
been  taken  during  the  year.  They  \yere  submitted 
to  bacteriological  and  microscopical  tests  and  a 
biological  test  for  tubercle  bacillus,  eighteen  were 
primary  samples,  nineteen  “ repeat  ” samples  and 
two  “T.T.  Pasteurised  ” IMilk. 

Of  the  eighteen  primary  samples,  twelve  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  six  were  not,  necessi- 
tating “ repeat  ” samples  being  taken. 

Of  the  nineteen  “ repeat  ” samples  four  were 
satisfactory  and  fifteen  not  satisfactory.  Three 
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samples  each  were  taken  from  four  producers,  in 
one  instance  two  sami)les  were  taken,  and  in 
another  case  one  sample  had  to  be  taken  before 
satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

Two  producers  went  out  of  business  before  their 
“repeat  ” samples  proved  satisfactory. 

The  two  samples  of  “ T.T.  Pasteurised  ” Milk 
were  both  satisfactory. 

So  far  as  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  is  concerned 
sixteen  of  the  primary  samples  passed  the  test  and 
two  did  not. 

One  sample  only  showed  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli  as  a result  of  a biological  test  and  this  was 
immediately  reported  to  the  Veterinary  Department 
of  the  vSurrey  County  Council  when  it  was  found 
that  the  cow  infected  with  tubercle  had  been  with- 
drawn from  the  herd. 

The  producers’  attention  was  drawn  in  every  case 
to  the  necessity  for  more  care  in  their  methods  of 
producing  milk,  and  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best 
means  to  adopt. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Pood. — The  report  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  appended  to  this  and 
gives  full  details  of  the  work  that  has  been  done 
with  respect  to  slaughterhouses,  meat  inspection 
and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  and  stored.

(d)  One  specimen  of  fishj^aste  was  sent  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  to  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 
The  patient  had  an  attack  of  haiiiiorrhagic  enteritis 
and  it  was  thought  to  have  been  caused  by  the  fish- 
paste  that  had  been  eaten.  Investigation  proved 
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that,  while  others  had  had  some  of  this  paste,  none 
had  suffered,  and  analysis  of  the  paste  did  not  show 
any  condition  that  could  have  caused  the  illness. 

(e)  Nutrition. — The  only  work  done  in  connec- 
tion with  this  was  by  means  of  lectures  and  films 
shown  in  connection  with  the  Health  Campaign — 
a short  account  of  the  first  part  of  the  Campaign 
is  given  in  this  report. 

(f)  Shellfish  {Molluscau). — There  arc  no  shell- 
fish beds  or  layings  in  the  district.

Scarlet  Fever. — Eighty  cases  were  notified  and 
all  but  4 were  removed  to  hospital  and  the  premises 
disinfected  by  formalin  spray  as  soon  as  possible 
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alter  removal.  The  chief  incidence  was  in  the  Ifast 
and  West  Molesey  Wards  where  52  cases  occurred 
22  occurring-  in  the  months  of  Oct.  and  Xov. 
The  majority  of  the  cases  were  mild  in  character 
and  several  cases  proved  diflicult  to  diagnose,  in 
fact  were  sent  to  hosi)ital  as  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  subseciuently  proved  not  to  be  Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  1 fatal  case. 

The  case  rate  was  F9v5  per  1,000;  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  2 33. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  30  cases  notified,  a 
further  decline  in  the  number.  All  the  patients 
were  removed  to  hos])ital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  attack  rate  was  0 72  ])er  1.000;  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  1 49. 

hnniuniaatioii  against  Diphtheria. — This  has 
been  carried  on  as  rc])orted  in  former  years.  The 
practice  adopted  for  children  under  8 years  of  age 
is  to  give  two  injections  of  A.P.T.  at  an  interval  of 
3 or  4 weeks.  The  following  shows  the  nutnber  of

A supi)ly  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  always 
available  either  at  these  offices  or  at  the  residence 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  and 
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treated  in  hospital.  It  was  notified  from  Claygate 
and  the  source  of  the  infection  could  not  l)e  found, 
d'he  patient  had  not  been  away  from  home  nor  had 
])artaken  of  any  meals  away  from  home  for  several 
months. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — The  case  rate  was  4'7  per 
1,000  Births.  3 cases  have  been  notified,  2 of 
whom  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Dysentery. — 2 cases  were  notified  from  dififerent 
parts  of  the  district.  In  both  instances  the  patients 
were  children  and  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  the 
source  of  infection.  Being  cases  of  bacillary 
dysentery  with  no  traceable  source  of  infection  to 
water,  food  or  milk,  they  would  ai)i)ear  to  be  cases 
in  which  given  some  condition  of  lowered  resistance 
the  normal  bacteria  of  the  bowel  had  assumed  some 
condition  of  virulence  and  then  given  rise  to  the 
disease. 

Measles. — Measles  is  not  notifiable  so  it  is 
impossible  to  give  any  idea  of  the  number  of  cases 
that  have  actually  occurred.  The  only  information 
that  has  been  received  are  the  notifications  from  the 
head  teachers  of  schools.  A few  cases,  sixteen  in 
all,  were  admitted  to  hospital,  these  were  usually 
cases  either  complicated  with  Broncho-pneumonia 
or  where  there  were  home  conditions  that  made 
hospital  treatment  desirable. 

n hooping  Cough. — 2 cases  were  removed  to 
hospital,  1 very  severe  and  proved  fatal  and  the 
•other  was  discharged  as  the  diagnosis  was  not 
■confirmed.

EM PEOYMENT  .AGENCIES. 

There  are  six  Employment  Agencies  in  the 
district  of  which  five  are  Servants’  Registry 
Offices,  and  one  a Nursing  Supply  Agency. 

They  have  been  visited  during  the  year  and 
found  to  be  satisfactorily  managed  and  conducted. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  are  now  ten  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district,  eight  “ registered  ” and  two  “ licensed,” 
one  registered  slaughterhouse  having  been  struck 
off  the  register  owing  to  it  having  fallen  into  disuse. 
One  “ licensed  ” slaughterhouse  is  situate  in  East 
Molesey  and  the  other  in  West  Molesey.

Only  seven  have  been  actively  used  during  the 
past  year  and  one  occasionally,  the  remaining  two 
(one  at  Cobham  and  one  at  Esher)  have  not  been 
used. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  been  visited  in 
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accordance  with  notifications  received  from  the 
butchers  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula- 
tions, 1924,  when  slaughtering  is  taking  place,  and 
the  animals  have  been  thoroughly  examined. 

Visits  have  also  been  made  at  various  times  to 
ascertain  if  slaughtering  is  taking  place  without 
notification,  contrary  to  the  Meat  Regulations,  but 
no  breach  of  these  Regulations  has  been  observed. 

The  slaughterhouses,  and  yards  in  connection 
therewith,  have  always  been  found  to  be  clean  and 
well  kept  and  they  have  been  periodically  lime- 
washed. 

It  has  been  necessary  on  a good  number 
of  occasions  to  pay  visits  in  the  evenings  for  the 
purposes  of  examining  carcases  whilst  shops  and 
premises,  other  than  slaughterhouses,  where  food 
is  prepared,  have  also  been  visited.

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During-  the  past  year  eight  farms  have  discon- 
tinued the  keeping  of  cows  and  the  names  of  these 
farms  have  accordingly  been  removed  from  the 
appropriate  register. 

The  average  number  of  milch  cows  kept  at  the 
dairy  farms  is  now  673  as  against  860  last  year. 

As  a result  of  the  Accredited  Producers  Scheme 
of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  there  has  been 
activity  in  the  way  of  improvements  at  some  of  the 
dairies  and  cowsheds  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  standard  required  by  the  County  Council  for 
the  issue  of  Accredited  Licences. 

Close  co-operation  has  again  taken  place  between 
the  County  Council  Veterinary  Department  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  preparatory  to  the  issue  of  the 
Licences  by  the  former  authority,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  twelve  farms  which  were 
producing  “Accredited  ” Milk,  the  cowkeepers  of 
which  had  been  placed  on  the  Roll  of  Accredited 
Producers.  There  is  also  one  dairy  farm  in  the 
district  licenced  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  for 
the  production  and  bottling  of  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milk.

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  CARAVANS. 

The  total  number  in  the  Councirs  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  123. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time  to 
time  with  a view  to  their  being  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  Byelaws.  With  the  conservancy  type  of 
closet,  inaccessability  of  water  supply,  restricted 
accommodation,  etc.,  caravan  dwellings  in  an 
Urban  area  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-1936. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  as  regards  inspec- 
tions under  the  above  Acts,  and  during  the  year 
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no  less  than  577  visits  were  paid  to  shops  in  the 
district,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  require- 
ments as  to  sanitary  accommodation,  ventilation, 
warming  and  lighting  as  required  by  the  Shops 
Acts,  1934.

SPRAYING  OF  PONDS  AND  DITCHES. 

The  systematic  spraying  of  the  ponds,  ditches, 
water  courses  and  water  holes  in  the  district  with 
Mosquito  Oil  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
from  the  early  Spring  to  the  late  Autumn. 

There  are  about  107  ponds,  and  efforts  were 
made  to  visit  each  at  least  once  a week.
